Dallas  S.  Burch,  head  of  the  Information  Division,  and  Rudolph  Snyder,  acting 
in  charge  of  the  Interstate  Inspection  Division,  retired  December  31,  1948. 

Mr.  Burch,  born  in  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  and  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Wisconsin,  had  32  years  of  Government  service.  His  first  assignment,  in  1908, 
was  with  the  Bureau  of  Dairy  Industry.  After  an  interval  of  work  with  farm 
journals,  he  came  to  Washington  in  1917  to  serve  in  the  U.  S.  Food  Administra- 
tion under  the  direction  of  Herbert  Hoover.  In  December  1918  Mr.  Burch 
became  the  editor  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry.  In  1943  he  was  assigned  to 
the  Agricultural  Research  Administration,  returning  to  his  former  assignment 
tyi  years  later.  He  has  done  much  informational  work  in  connection  with  the 
outbreak  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  in  Mexico,  and  is  the  originator  of  the  Research 
Achievement  Sheets,  brief  records  of  important  scientific  accomplishments. 

Dr.  Snyder  had  been  with  the  Bureau  for  44  years.  Born  in  Iowa  and  a  gradu- 
ate of  Chicago  Veterinary  College,  he  entered  the  B.  A.  I.  in  the  meat  inspection 
service.  Dr.  Snyder's  activities  in  the  Bureau  included  work  on  the  eradication 
of  cattle  and  sheep  scab  in  Colorado,  aid  in  suppressing  three  outbreaks  of  foot- 
and-mouth  disease  in  the  United  States,  research  on  the  control  of  external  para- 
sites of  livestock,  veterinary  inspection  at  the  Denver  stockyards,  hog  cholera 
investigations  in  Iowa,  and  other  work  of  veterinary  nature.  In  1932  he  was 
assigned  to  administrative  duties  in  Washington,  D.  C>,  as  assistant  chief  of  the 
Interstate  Inspection  Division.
